NEW MUiK PKICES AND COSTS. 


Cornel! University Experiment Station 


Sends Out, Informing Bulletin. 


That the increased prlcfi of milk to 


tho farmer recently secured by their 
organization, is justified on the basis 
of the cost of production, is indicated 
by a bulletin published by the Cornell 
university agricultural experiment sta- 
tion. 


Figures covering a year of time 


gathered from lil'ty-three herds tn Jef- 
ferson county, where conditions are 
considered to be better than in. the 
average dairy county, show that 161 
cows, nearly one-fifth or 13%, or, the 
total number, brought- "• loss to their 
owners of J11.18 per cow. 


The bulletin states that Jefferson 


county has cows above the average in 
production and that the feed and other 
costs are lower than in many other 
parts of the state, this indicating that 
such prolits us were secured !n Jerter- 
son county are above those of other 
localities where farmers report losses 
on their years business. 


While tho college recommends that 


dairymen form cow-testinjr associa- 
tions and eliminate the low producing 
cows from their herds, it recognizes 
that a careful study such as this one 
in Jefferson county may aici in au un- 
derstanding: of the present milk sit- 
uation and offers this free bulletin 
number "S7 on the "Cost ot Milk Pro- 
duction" to all who will apply to the 
college of agriculture, Ithaca, N. Y.
